Judge Taft 
war. born in Townsend, Yt., in 1810, and 
was the son of a farmer who served sev- 
eral terms in the state legislature. In 
1828 yonng Taft began teaching district 
school when not needed on tbe farm. In 
1839 he entered Yale college, from which 
be graduated in 1833. 


Had* Secretary af War. 


After 
graduation he taught a high 


school at Ellington, Conn., two years, and 
subsequently for two years filled the posi- 
tion of tutor in Yale college. In addition 
to his duties as tutor, Mr. Taft studied in 
the law school, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1838 la 1839 Mr. Taft removed to 
Cincinnati, where be practiced his profes- 
sion successfully. He was twice elected 
to the bench—once without opposition— 
and was once appointed by the governor 
to fill a vacancy. Alter tbe resignation 
of Gen. Belknap, in March, 1876, Judge 
Taft was made secretary of war, which 
office he held until the May following, 
then be became attorney general. Presi- 
dent Arthur appointed him successively 
minister to Austria and Russia. Since 
1885 Judge Taft has lived in retirement at 
bis home in Cincinnati.

tints of autumn have commenced to dec- 
orate tbe foliage of the forest it is prom- 
ised tbat the most vigorous campaign 
upon which any new party has ever en- 
tered will be inaugurated. Kentucky, to 
which state a third

launched but a couple of nights ago, is to 
be the first field of operations, and all the 
available oratorical batteries and finan- 
cial resources of tha movemint will be 
brought into play. 


Will Open up In Ohio nn« Iowa. 


Ohio, too, is to come in for especial at- 


tention, and already arrangements have 
been made with half a dozen leaders of as 
many movements, from different parts of 
the country, to stump the Buckeye state 
Iu support of the People's ticket that is to 
be placed in nomination a few weeks 
hence. 
The Iowa delegates are going 


home with the intention of nominating a 
ticket and organizing tbe People's party 
in every village and hamlet, and they ex- 
press themselves as satisfied that they 
can curry at least a portion of the state 
ticket. These are the only states in which 
the adherents oE the movement will test 
their strength next fall. In the others it 
will be all work with no shut-down until 
1892. 


The Other States to Walt, 


There is a general consensus ot opinion

"I didn't 
propose to take any chances," said Jackson, 
"and I suppose Corbett thought the same 
way. 
I tried to protect my friends who 


bet their money on me." 


Corbett said the fighting for 30 rounds 


was very hard, and had tired both men out. 
"I was the short -end man," said he, "and 
it was Jackson's place to whip me when he 
chnld.I was there in the ring to be whipped 
if Jackson could do it. I hit him every 
time he hit me. I was not going to take 
anychance by forcing the fight in tbe con- 
dition we were in, I had my friends to 
look after." 


An immense amount of money was 


wagered and Corbett's friends won consid- 
erable on the duration of the fight, as Jack- 
son's backers bet a good deal that Corbett 
would be knocked out in 20iounds. Tbe 
contestants,.will no doubt be remunerated in 
some way, tint from the fact tbat tbe de- 
cision was "no contest," tb«y will probably 
not receive much more than, their training 
expenses call for. Neither man showed 
many marks of the contest, and both men 
will probably be all right again in a few 
days. 


The fight proved that the men were 


very evenly matched. Neither had any 
pronounced advantage in the contest, which 
was one of the evenest in the history of the 
ring. Both men proved themselves pos- 
sessed of meat remaikable science and

merely, 


the world has never seen its equal. 
Another meeting between the men might 
result in another draw. 
Corbett, however 


would have the advantage in the event of 
another contest, as he is the younger man 
and has not weakened his constitution by 
frequent training, as his opponent must 
necessarily nave done. Corbett could train 
for another match and be as strong as ever, 
•r possibly stronger, while Jackson, as are- 
suit of his frequent training and age, would 
probably be a trifle weaker after training 
for another fight. Then he derives much 
less benefit than Corbett from the ex 
perience of this meeting, as the Australian 
was already an experienced man in the ring, 
while the Californian was a grew one.

things about a finish fight than he did when 
be entered the ring last night. 
He will

Treasurer John Bardsley has resigned hi» 
position and will make an assignment 
for the benefit of his creditors and may 
perhaps finally wind up by going to jail 
on account of his mismanagement of the 
city and state finance?. Bafdsley owes 
the state some $931,000, which he had re- 
ceived as state taxes and which he had 
neglected to pay over to the state. This 
money he declares he deposited in the 
defunct Keystone bank, and he exhibits 
a bank clearing-house receipt for this 
sum. But the most astonishing thing is 
that no trace of the $921,000 can be found 
on tbe books of the Keystone bank, and 
there is no evidence that Bardsley ever 
deposited the money in tbe bank except 
the receipt of President Gideon W. Marsh. 


Flight of President Marsh. 


To further complicate matters President 


Marsh, who is under $20,000 bail for 
wrecking the bank, is now a fugitive from 
yslice, and he has quietly slipped off 
Mbile the attention of the people has been 
attracted to the city treasurer. Mr. 
Bardsley is responsible to-day for the fol- 
lowing sums: Due the state for taxes, 
$931,000: due the city for deposits in the 
Keystone bank, $411,000; due the city for

Bardsley's friends. What he has dona 
with the money nobody except his coun- 
sel knows.

Finances in Bad Shape. 


It is thought that this thing will lead 


to trouble JOT the state treasurer and 
auditor general, who should have com- 
pelled Bardsley to band over the state 
funds before. So far as the city funds 
are concerned the city will lose more th, n 
half a million of dollars. In addition to 
the abore statement Bardsley has a credit 
of $100,000 in the Keystone bank to his 
owu name. The man bait not had $100,000 
in cash for years, and this i» supposed to 
be city money. In addition another bank 
is expected to close its doors. 
This con- 


cern baa $365,000 of city money on deposit. 
This will only add fuel to tbe flames, and 
create greater trouble here.
